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1 . DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE INFORMED DEPARTMENT JULY 8 THAT 
THE TURKISH EMBASSY HAD PROPOSED TO JUSTICE THAT AMBASSADOR 
ESENBEL SEND A LETTER TO JUSTICE READING IN SUBSTANCE AS 
FOLLOWS: "IN CARRYING OUT ARTICLE 4 OF THE US/TURKISH CO- 
OPERATION AGREEMENT DATED JULY 8, 1976, THE TURKISH MINIS- 
TRY OF JUSTICE CONFIRMS ITS UNDERSTANDING THAT THE PARLIA- 
MENTARY COMMISSION CREATED UNDER TURKISH LAW IS NOT A LAW 
ENFORCEMENT AGENCY WITHIN THE MEANING OF ARTICLE 4." THIS 
ASSURANCE, WHICH WOULD NOT BE FORMALLY ANSWERED BY THE 
JUSTICE DEPARTMENT, WOULD SATISEY JUSTICE AS TO TURKEY'S 
WILLINGNESS TO RECOGNIZE THAT IT HAD VIOLATED THE AGREEMENT 
EARLIER AND THAT IT MUST AVOID DOING SO IN THE EUTURE. 
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2. TURKISH AMBASSADOR HAD ALSO REQUESTED JUSTICE'S ASSUR- 
ANCE THAT THE LETTER IF SENT WOULD NOT BE MADE PUBLIC. JUS- 
TICE RESPONDED TO THE EMBASSY THAT THE CASE ACT QUESTION 
WOULD HAVE TO BE DECIDED BY THE STATE DEPARTMENT; IF THE 
CASE ACT IS NOT APPLICABLE, JUSTICE WOULD UNDERTAKE NOT TO 
GIVE THE LETTER ANY PUBLICITY BUT WOULD NOT HAVE ANY CHOICE 
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BUT TO PROVIDE IT TO INTERESTED CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES 
SHOULD IT BE REQUESTED. THIS SEEMED TO SATISEY THE TURKS. 

3. TURKISH EMBASSY ALSO REQUESTED THAT JUSTICE EXTEND THE 
AGREEMENT WHICH EXPIRED JULY 8, 1977 BY AN EXCHANGE OF LET- 
TERS. JUSTICE IS WILLING TO DO SO SUBJECT TO STATE DEPART- 
MENT CONCURRENCE. 

4. DEPARTMENT HAS TOLD JUSTICE THAT THE PROPOSED LETTER ON 
ARTICLE 4 WOULD NOT BE AN AGREEMENT WHICH MUST BE SENT TO 
CONGRESS UNDER THE CASE ACT. RATHER, IT WOULD SEEM TO BE 
SIMPLY GOT CONFIRMATION OF WHAT WE BELIEVE THE TRUE MEANING 
OF ARTICLE 4 TO BE. WE ALSO INDICATED OUR CONCURRENCE IN 
PROPOSED TREATMENT OF THE LETTER, I.E., IT WOULD NOT BE 

GIVEN PUBLICITY BUT WOULD NOT BE WITHHELD IF REQUESTED BY 
THE CONGRESS. WE INDICATED FURTHER THAT WE HAD NO OBJEC- 
TION TO A ONE YEAR EXTENSION OF THE AGREEMENT AS PROPOSED 
BY THE TURKS, WITH THE UNDERSTANDING THAT SUCH AN EXTENSION 
WOULD BE COVERED BY THE CASE ACT AND THUS WOULD HAVE TO BE 
SENT TO CONGRESS. 

5. ACCORDING TO JUSTICE, THE EMBASSY WOULD HOPE TO SEND 
THE LETTER AND TO CONCLUDE THE EXTENSION OF THE AGREEMENT 
ONLY AFTER A NEW GOVERNMENT IS FORMED, MAKING THE EXTENSION 
RETROACTIVE TO JULY 8. THE EMBASSY ESTIMATED THAT THIS 
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COULD OCCUR BY ABOUT JULY 15. 

6. APPOINTMENT OF TURKISH DELEGATION WITH DEPARTMENT OF 
JUSTICE (REFTEL) HAS BEEN SCHEDULED FOR MORNING JULY 19.
